with our school and faculty. We thank 
our principal, Mr. Drcnnen, for his 
hearty backing and assure him of our 
sincere desire to continue to make our- 
selves useful.

Oenothera Youngi is not Chinese 
Primrose. It's common name is Eve- 
ning Primrose on account of the fact 
that its flowers open in the evening 
and remain closed in bright sun. Prim- 
ula Ghinensis, Chinese Primrose, is 
a tender greenhouse plant. -The rea- 
son for. all of this explanation is to cor- 
rect an error made at a "plant sale" 
wheir Oenothera was sold as Chinese 
Primrose. Oenothera Missouriensis is 
an improved variety ■■ with larger flow- 
ers. Oenotheras have stoloniferous 
roots and spread rapidly in the garden. 
They should not be planted close to 
choice perennials like Delphiniums. 

Nepqta Mussini is a nice plant. At 
least the pussy cats think so from the 
way they like to "mess with it." It 
is a cousin to the Cat Mint or Catnip 
and its blue-lavender flowers and 
grayish foliage is quite effective in the 
garden if planted in fair masses. If 
cut after flowering it will bloom again 
the same season. 

Lilacs like lime. Not just a little 
burned lime thrown on the surface but 
pulverized limestone dug into the bed 
where they are to be planted or placed 
in holes around the outer roots of those 
that are already planted. This applies 
to our old friend the common Purple 
Lilac, Syringa Vulgaris and to the 
Persian or the French Hybrids. 

Garden visits, or pilgrimages, if you 
will, bring forth much in the way . of 
plant knowledge as well as a liberal 
education in the building of gardens. 
Some gardens are restful and have a

sense of charm,: others 'are meat :and 
fussy — nice mechanically- but just a bit 
too prim — and perhaps too colorful. 
Size is not a factor as small • gardens 
may have that real garden feeling while 
larger ones may give us the impres- 
sion of well-kept parks. The subject 
is big and our space is small. What 
we started to say was that we saw 
Doronicum Excelsum, the- Leopard's 
Bane, a beautiful yellow daisy, with 
something of the Gerbera form, fine 
stems for cutting and doing well in 
shade as well as in full sun. A most 
desirable perennial plant. 

We saw i many plants of Daphne 
Cneorum, the Rose Garland or Gar- 
land Flower." This beautiful little ever- 
green- shrubt with its pretty little frag- 
rant pink flowers grows only eight 
inches tall but stretches out its arms 
widely if given a place in the border 
or rock garden protected from winter 
winds. A southern exposure suits : it 
admirably with a light covering in win- 
ter. The Daphne likes limestone rock, 
and will flower several times during 
the season if made happy. Cut a flower 
and pin it in someone's lapel to .re- 
mind him that life is sweet and a gar- 
den is something that helps to add; to 
the joy of living.

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Narberth Woman, Mrs. Harriet Mieusset, Has 
Transcribed Thirteen Volumes Into Bailie 



There is no one thing that stirs 
sympathy so much as blindness and 
that is why the Braille transcribing 
which has been done by Mrs. Harriet 
Mieusset, of 439 Anthwyn Road, Nar- 
berth, has been of ureat interest. 

Altogether Mrs. Mieusset lias tran- 
scribed thirteen volumes into Braille, 
making it possible for those who 
cannot see to read. Her first interest 
in] Braille caine through the Federa- 
tion of Clubs, which made an effort 
to; interest clubwomen to learn to write 
Braille. Lieutenant Frank Schoblc, 
who lost his sight in the war, spoke to 
a group of women and inspired them 
to. help the Red Cross with the work 
that that organization was doing. 

First of all, transcribing in Braille 
takes a great deal of patience and con- 
centration, according to Mrs. Mieusset. 
The alphabet, which is made by dif- 
ferent combinations of a set of six 
dots, must be learned, and, of course, 
there are different set words or idioms 
to'be learned too, such as, the, for, and. 
It is very much like learning a type 
of shorthand. After you have had a 
certain number of lessons, generally 
si*, you have to take a test. This is 
then sent into the Library of Congress 
for inspection. If you have less than 
the allowed number of errors, then 
you receive a certificate as a Braille 
transcriber and may apply at the Red 
Cross headquarters for a book to do. 
All work done, Mrs. Mieusset said, 
is rated for evenness and for errors. 
It is proof-read and ■a report of every 
error is sent to the writer. The name 
of the transcriber goes in the front 
of every book. If there are twenty-five 
pages without an error, then a silver 
star is awarded, and a gold star is 
given for every fifty pages without an 
error. 

Mrs. Mieusset had received a most 
interesting letter from a woman of 59 
who was both blind and deaf. Her 
entire recreation and pleasure came 
from reading. She had wanted to read 
Joseph C. Lincoln's "Silas Bradford's 
Boy," and a number of. Brailk writers 
were given portions of it so that the 



work might be completed by Christ- 
mas. It was done and the grateful, 
cheerful letter was quite compensating 
for the rush and labor involved. 

All the work done by the Red Cross 
in preparing these books in Braille is 
volunteer work. All equipment and 
paper is paid for by the volunteer 
worker. As there are but approximately 
130 words of Braille to a page, there 
arc a number of volumes required in 
Braille though only one volume has 
been transcribed from. 

The books which Mrs. Mieusset has 
transcribed in the two-year period she 
has been working are: "The Perfect 
Vision," in two volumes; "Little Dog 
Toby," two volumes; "The Boy Who 
Lived in Pudding Lane," two volumes; 
"The Call of the Wild," three volumes; 
one volume of "Silas Bradford's Boy"; 
"The New Democratic Constitution of 
Europe," one volume, and "The New 
England Country," two volumes. This 
latter she has just finished. 

Mrs. Mieusset is one of the best 
Braille transcribers developed among 
the clubwomen of this vicinity and has 
won a number of silver stars, besides 
much praise for the neatness and 
accuracy of her work. 

For a time she will drop it, however, 
for she expects to sail on July 29 for 
France on the George Washington with 
other Gold Star Mothers. Her son, 
Claude Ernest Mieusset. of the 102d 
Machine Gunners, was killed in action 
during the World War.

pupils were sent there beginning in the 
fall of 1929. 

At the present time exactly half of 
Narb'erth's school budget, amounting 
to $50,000, goes to Lower Merion for 
tuition of . its 300. students in the 
Junior and Senior High Schools. Tui- 
tion costs have risen from $27,000 five 
years ago to $40,000 this year, exclud- 
ing transportation expenses. The fact 
that more private and parochial school 
pupils are now attending the public 
schools also has tended to boost tuition 



expenses. 

The board felt that a substantial 
increase in the tax' rate would be in- 
evitable unless the eighth grade were 
kept at the Narberth School, and since 
the rebuilding program was to be car- 
ried out this summer, sufficient space 
and facilities in the form of manual 
training, domestic science, club work., 
etc., would be provided to care for an 
eighth grade. 

A request to the Lower Merion 
School Board to reduce the tuition 
rate required' for Narberth students at 
the high schools was turned down by. 
the Lower Merion School Board last 
week. Narberth is now paying $150 ppr 
student per year and the Township 
Board claimed that the actual cost to 
the district was $175, so that a decrease 
in tuition could not be considered. 

Among other arguments considered 



of importance by the board is the inad- 
visability of sending children during 
their formative years to a strange, 
large school. It is felt that an eighth 
grade will provide more leadership in 
the school and act as a stimulating 
force on Seventh Grade pupils, which 
would otherwise be lacking. The more 
individual attention which can be given 
children in a smaller group was an- 
other factor considered. 

The board's plans in this matter were 
explained at the meeting of the 
Parent- Teacher Association and met 
with a very favorable response.
